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High Holidays 5756 


All High Holiday services, except for 
the second day of Rosh Hashanah, will 
be held at the Unitarian Center, 1187 
Franklin Street, San Francisco. Second 
day Rosh Hashanah services willbe held 
at Sha’ar Zahav. 

Your ticket request form for the High 
Holiday services requiring a ticket is 
included in this newsletter. Main Sanc- 
tuary High Holiday tickets are required 
for evening services, Erev Rosh Hasha- 
nah and Kol Nidre, and for Yiskor and 
Neilah on Yom Kippur day. Tickets will 
be mailed to all members in good stand- 
ing who request them. Remember, you 
must request them in order to receive 
tickets. They will not be sent automati- 
cally. (Good standing requires payment 
of all 1994-95 dues, a pledge of 1995-96 
dues, payment of the first quarter dues 
and payment of the 1995 building as- 
sessment.) Tickets for guests of members 
in the sanctuary, if available, will be $54 
per service, or $118 for all three services. 
Tickets will not be available at the door 
for either members or guests for any of 
the services. They must be ordered by 
mail in advance. 

Main Sanctuary doors open after 6:30 
pm for Erev Rosh Hashanah and Kol 
Nidre. Times of Yizkor and Neilah ser- 
vices will be in the September Jewish 
Gaily Forward. 

It has always been Sha’ar Zahav’s 
policy to make seating available to non- 
members at the High Holidays. To avoid 
overcrowding, we will be distributing 
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tickets in advance for the additional seat- 
ing areas. A small fee of $6 per service 
(not $5 as previously reported) will be 
required to cover the cost of renting the 
additional rooms and of distributing 
tickets. Tickets for the additional seat- 
ing rooms will be distributed after 
August 15. 

Onegs and Break Fast 

Join us for an oneg after Erev Rosh 
Hashanah services at the Unitarian 
Center. 

In place of an oneg after Rosh Hasha- 
nah daytime service, join us for our 
Seudat Mitzvah picnic prior to Tashlich, 
which will be held at Fort Point. Maps 
will be available at the Unitarian Center. 

Services at CSZ on the second day of 
Rosh Hashanah will be followed by an 
oneg. 

There will bea large “break fast” oneg 
at the Unitarian Center after Neilah, the 
concluding service on Yom Kippur day.

As we have for 
the last six years, CSZ will collect non- 
perishable food for the AIDS Food Bank 
at Kol Nidre and through 1 pm on Yom 
Kippur Day.

President’s Column 


A Fond Farewell

I knew the first thing I volunteered for at 
Sha’ar Zahav was going to be fun. Who 
wouldn’t have fun hanging decorations 
and camping it up ina ridiculous play? It 
was Megillah Madness, 1985, and I hada 
blast. I laughed until I cried at some of 
those rehearsals, and I met some wonder- 
ful people (includ- 
ing my good friend 
Allan Gold). 

Then Daniel 
Chesir persuaded 
me to join the Ritual 
Committee. Why 
me? I had no Jew- 
ish education at all: 
I felt completely un- 
prepared. Plus, it 
sounded like a lot of work. I struggled 
but Daniel just wouldn’t take no for an 
answer. I began going to meetings, and 
found to my amazement that they were 
rambunctious, interesting, and fun! I defi- 
nitely felt a little overwhelmed, but I was 
learning so much that was so interesting, 
I barely noticed. While the more learned 
members of the committee debated the 
finer points of ritual observance, I lis- 
tened and came away with much food 
for thought, some education, and the be- 
ginnings of opinions of my own. I had 
never led a service before: Daniel and 
Jonathan Funk and Rabbi Kahn patiently 
showed me how. 

Eight years later, I became president. 

My two years as President of Sha’ar 
Zahav are drawing to a close now, and | 
have been reflecting on all that has gone 
on. Ithas been a time of greater and greater 
diversity. A few years ago we were hav- 
ing a bit of a crisis of diversity. All the 
children! All the heterosexual people! And 
the bisexuals! And the non-Jews! People 
were feeling overwhelmed, and worried. 
What if we lose our unique feeling and 
identity? What if Ino longer feel welcome 
in my synagogue? And will someone 
please tell that kid to stop singing Old 
McDonald instead of Hinei Ma Tov? 

Our collective temperature is shifting, 
I think. People are no longer so worried; 
a few years of experience are beginning 
to show us that diversity can be some- 
thing to enjoy, and be proud of. We have 
gained strength in that diversity: we are 
saying with our actions what we preach 
to others. A diverse, open community 
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has a strength not found when doors, 
and minds, are closed. And Old Mc- 
Donald is kind of catchy. (Ask Carolyn 
Pines for her version about Shabbat.) 

Administratively, these two years have 
been challenging. We had a number of 
personnel changes, which always take 
time to adjust to. Our Rabbi was on sab- 
batical last summer, and has had a long 
and hard year, with his father’s difficult 
illness and recent death. We have tried to 
give him respite, but his is a stressful and 
seemingly endless job. We have worked 
on ways to make that better. I think he 
knows how much his community cares 
about him. 

We began our Ma’ayan campaign this 
past year, and learned a great deal about 
the value of such campaigns, and about 
some of the concerns and questions 
people have. It was an exciting and dar- 
ing approach, which succeeded with 
much hard work from the committee and 
other volunteers. 

Our moving 18/10 celebration was a 
joyous expression of who we are, and 
what we have become. Singing together 
at the service, dancing at the party, and 
crying and laughing through the won- 
derful video, I think we all felt 
enormously proud. 

Perhaps most significantly, we have 
been building toward consensus on sev- 
eral major issues. Should we buy a new 
building? Should we raise dues? We ex- 
pect that at least the dues issue will be 
brought to a vote within the next year. 
We have researched the building issue 
carefully, and are ready to begin the more 
detailed analysis needed before making 
a final decision. 

As you probably know, lama “control 
monarch.” (How did “queen” get to be 
politically incorrect?) It will be hard for 
me to let go, and step down. Of course, I 
won't be stepping far: I'll still be very 
much here. (Maybe the Purim shpiel ...) 
Stepping down is made much easier, 
though, by the knowledge that David 
Stein is stepping up. David is a warm 
and thoughtful person, who has a great 
ability to keep his eye on our values and 
the big picture. He is decisive without 
being closed-minded or overly pushy; 
he is an able administrator; he loves this 
synagogue. We are in wise and capable 
hands. 

Thank you for letting me be President.

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T’shuvah: a Covenant for a Later Generation

Qn the Shabbat before Rosh Hashanah 
we read the parasha Nizzavim (Deuter- 
onomy 29:9—30:20), which discusses 
t‘shuvah. In biblical times, t’shuvah 
meant a return from exile to the land of 
Israel, and restoration of halacha as the 
law of the land. However, this parasha 
also contains the roots of our modern 
understanding of t’shuvah as a personal 
process of atonement. T’shuvah comes 
from the Hebrew word “shuv,” meaning 
return. In both cases, t’shuvah implies a 
return to the best in us, and to the God of 
our understanding. 

Parashat Nezzavim begins with the 
curious line “You stand here today ... to 
make a covenant (brit) with your God.” 
For generations, this line has provoked 
a question: If the covenant made at Si- 
nai was for all time, why make another 
covenant forty years later? 

The answer lies in the dual nature of 
the Hebrew word “brit.” It sometimes 
means “contract,” which implies an 
agreement between two parties, but just 
as often it means “promise.” 

The Sinai covenant is a good ex- 
ample. Although it seems to be a 
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contract, consisting of rules of behav- 
ior with rewards for compliance and 
punishments for disobedience, it also 
contains a promise. 

God promises to return to each gen- 
eration and each Jew, and what we each 
hear is spoken in our own language. 

The people who stood at Sinai had 
been personally freed from slavery, 
saved from destruction at sea, nourished 
by manna in the desert. The elaborate 
precautions around the mountain, the 
smoke and thunder, the glowing cloud 
and the awe-inspiring Voice—all these 
worked them into an emotional state of 
ecstatic surrender. They volunteered 
“Na’aseh v’nishma—We will do and we 
will listen!”—agreeing to do anything 
God wanted before even hearing what 
it was. 

Like an individual with a new lover, 
the generation of Sinai imagined they 
could never want anything except what 
would make their Beloved happy. But 
after the honeymoon, even the most ex- 
alted beginnings don’t necessarily result 
in a permanent bond. Only a few days 
after making that promise, the people 
panicked in Moses’ absence and reas- 
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sured themselves by building and wor- 
shipping the golden calf. God reacted 
with the rage of a betrayed lover. 

The gift in Nizzavim is not, as at Sinai, 
a set of rules for communal life. It is more 
individual, more internal. It is the prom- 
ise of God’s help, in every area of life, in 
exchange only for human attention. 

At Sinai, the people promised to do 
and then to listen. Here the process is 
reversed: If we listen to God, God will 
gather us in, help us change, protect us, 
and give us a deeper understanding of 
the Torah. Only after God does all for us 
does the Torah mention our fulfilling the 
mitzvot. 

God in the Torah keeps trying new 
ways to get through to people, some- 
times dramatically, sometimes quietly 
and persistently, always trying to use the 
language that will work. Going into these 
Days of Awe, we can be confident that 
God, however we understand God, will 
adapt to us as to our ancestors. We have 
only to do what the Torah says: listen, 
and let the God of our understanding 
help us turn our listening into action.

In Memoriam— 
Professor Allan Kahn 


The entire congregation sends its con- 
dolences to Rabbi Yoel Kahn, Dan Bellm, 
and their son Adam on the death of 
Professor Allan Kahn, Rabbi Kahn’s fa- 
ther, on June 6. Professor Kahn is sur- 
vived also by his wife of 46 years, Tybil 
Smith Kahn, his mother, Bessie Kahn, 
and Rabbi Kahn’s brothers and their fam- 
ilies: David Kahn and Pam Grossman 
and Benjamin, Rebecca and Sarah Gross- 
man-Kahn; Dr. Zevi Kahn and Karen 
Stoler Kahn, and their daughter Rachel. 

Allan Kahn was a professor of phys- 
ics at San Jose State University where he 
taught from 1970 until his retirement in 
1991. He won the Ohaus Award from 
the National Science Teachers Associa- 
tion in 1980. He was active not only in 
professional organizations but in com- 
munity agencies as well and served on 
the San Jose Public Library Commision, 
the Library Foundation, and as a board 
member of the American Library Trust- 
ees Association. During the 60s, he was 
active in the Santa Clara Valley chapter 
of the American Jewish Congress and 
its president in 1964. Although the Kahns 
were long time members of Congrega- 
tion Beth David in Saratoga, they 
frequently attended services at CSZ and 
were always present for High Holiday 
services when Rabbi Kahn was giving 
the sermon.

Kobe on My Mind 


Tt took a while to let go of returning to 
Kobe this Spring. I was excited about 
walking its narrow streets and alley- 
ways connecting the neighborhoods 
filled with memories of my life before 
America. But the Kobe earthquake 
struck, destroying Ashiya (a nearby sub- 
urb where my prewar 
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him in my last col- 
umn), was hit 
badly—his house col- 
lapsed. Fortunately he “was upstairs 
which became the downstairs,” he said, 
describing how he was pulled out of the 
rubble that moments earlier was his 
lovely house. 

I spoke to Victor as soon as I could get 
a telephone line through—he was stay- 
ing temporarily at the synagogue. “No, 
you shouldn’t come now—wait till next 
year,” he said. “But I’ve waited 29 
years!” I protested. 

It was in semi-destruction when we 
moved there after the war, I thought, 
and so it is again now. But with the 
extent of the destruction and chaos, the 
continued advice from old friends there 
of “don’t come,” I let go of my nostalgic 
plans—to go back to the Kobe Club and 
sit in the library room where I spent 
hours with my novels (how I loved Mar- 
jorie Morningstar by Herman Wouk), 
when my “white-skin” friends tanned 
in the intense summer rays. Not an op- 
tion for someone already dark. “Our 
tans don’t fade quickly like theirs,” my 
mother consoled me, understanding that 
my behaviour was not anti-social. 

To go to and walk around Ohel She- 
lomo, our synagogue in Kobe filled with 
memories of every holyday, and life 
cycle celebrations—Brit Milahs and Bar 
Mitzvahs, and where one Purim I was 
an ecstatic Queen Esther, and later a 
young bride. I want to stand under the 
shade trees in the courtyard where ev- 
ery Yom Kippur Tony Choueke, my 
childhood friend and nemesis tormented 
us relentlessly with images of ice cream 
sundaes ... and... and... 

Our Jewish community, as I have men- 


tioned before was a mix of Jews from 
everywhere: Ashkenazim from the U.S. 
and Europe, some of them Holocaust 
survivors who stayed on in Japan (rather 
than settling Shanghai as most did dur- 
ing the war), and Sephardim primarily 
from Iraq and Syria. 

Originally built as a warehouse for 
Oriental carpets by Rahmo Sassoon, a 
Syrian Jewish import-exporter, the build- 
ing came to be used as a House of Prayer 
in the late 1940s by Kobe’s Sephardi com- 
munity. When Rahmo moved his 
business elsewhere, he dedicated the 
building as a new synagogue, naming it 
“Ohel Shelomo” for his father. 

When Rahmo decided to put the prop- 
erty up for sale in 1967, my father 
mobilized a committee of five members 
of the congregation to negotiate with 
Rahmo. An agreement was struck: the 
committee was given exactly one year 
to come up with $27,000, a modest price 
(but much more than Rahmo or the con- 
gregation imagined possible), before the 
building would be put on the market. 

Everyone contributed as much as 
they could in a year of intense fundrais- 
ing—and financial help came from 
Jewish communities abroad eager to 
make this dream a reality. Ohel She- 
lomo was bought free and clear by the 
Jewish Community of Kansai, Kobe, Ja- 
pan, exactly one year later, just in time 
for Rosh Hashanah.
